_ The democratic decision to 

hold the Peace Conferences in 

public, and to have all isstes de- 
termined by vote, now appears as 

a doubtful experiment, Its ad- 

vantage hasbeen in the revela- 

tion to the world whence come the 
major obstacles to a quick settle- 
ment; its disadvantage in the 
prolongation of discussions that 

promise no end. Had there’ been a 

common basis between the greater 

Powers before the. Conference 23- 

sembled the futility of che recent 

proceedings would have been 
avoided, but the conflict of views 
qwas never resolved. Between the 

Soviet plan for the future reor- 

ganisation vf Europe and that 

which appealed to Great Britain, 

France and the United States 

there could be nothing but con- 

flict. Nobody who has watched 
closely the proceedings in Paris 
will pretend that the Big Four 
meetings ‘now arranged can bring 
agreement, but they 
should serve to reduce differences, 
allay distrust and give the larger 
Conference mare intelligent direc- 
tion than it has had, Without 
that, peace would become a reced- 
ing dream. From its start the 
work of the Conference has been 
hampered by the Jack of close con- 
tact between the principal Foreign 

Ministers, Mr. Bevin has now 

endeavoured to get them . once 

more round a table and out of the 
dangerous light of publicity. 

Plainly the success of his move 

will depend upon the extent. to 

which the Sovict Minister will 
give his cooperation, Agreement 
cannot be reached on the basis 
that only one political system is 
possible for Europe, or that na- 
tions with different ideologies can- 
not pursue their lives in harmony. 

Peace can rest on no such founda-

This was 
so obvious that it gave - the 
radical Left Wing cf Congréss 
their most plausible reason for 
rejecting the whole scheme, The 
Vicoroy they argued, world 
still bo the arbiter between the 
two main Indian parties, and 
Independence would be an il- 
lusion. This Sociolist group, 
which looks forward to a bitter 
and violent struggle, was de- 
cisively defeated when Congress 
met in full seasion, but it has 
had its jinfluence, nono . the 
less, on the more moderate 
leaders.. Even Gandhi, at the 
end, confessed that his Inner 
Light was dim; and he gave 
no advice, either for acceptance 
or rejection, j N 

One Achievement 

~ In this turbid atmosphere 
there {s one ach-evement on 
which wo may ‘congratulate 
ourselves; The Constituent As- 
sembly has been elected, Chosen 
by the provincial legislatures 
under proportional representa- 
tion, §t is a fair, and even a 
distinguished, reflection of: In- 
dian opinion.” The © Europeans, 
wisely stood aside and, jn ad- 
dition to the chief party leaders. 
many non-party ¢xperts in var- 
jous walks of life were chosen. 
Unhappily the Sikhs, now the 
most embittered of all the min- 
orities, withdrew their candida- 
tes and will not be represented. 
Save, for that flaw, here is a 
body well fitted to oxercise 
sovereignty and to work aut the 
shape of the Indian Union of 
to-morrow, 

But before thia. Constituent 
Assembly could meet, the Mus- 
lim Lengue has darkened its. 
prospect by threatening to boy- 
cott it. This is a more serious 
threat than its preparations 
for “direct action’? Muslims 
are capable of a formidable and 
aggressive solidarity, if they 
seriously believe that Islam is 
in danger, But do they yet be- 
lieve that nefisense? The social 
composition of the upper ranks 
of the League is not suited to 
revolutionary action. “Wealthy 
Iandowners and lawyers, many 
of them decorated with British 
titles, do not face prison, gladly. 
Rioting there may be, but or- 
ganised resistance on ‘a big scale 
will not come in a hurry, To 
belittle Mr. Jinnah’s influence 
for such reasons ‘would, how- 
evor, be fooliah.. His real power

Tt was difficult for Congress

The Hon. Mr. T. N. Chau 
snid:—“Before I proceed with 
my comments I would like to 
congratulate the Hon. Financial 
Secretary on his able perfor- 
mance of a decidedly difficult 
task. This community owe hima 
debt of gratitude for having 
brought out a budget that is 
much legs drastic than some 
people had’ feared. Though it 
cannot be sald to be one that has 
aroused our enthusiasm, it is 
not ane that should cause gener- 
al despéndency. In short, it is 
a practical and business-like 
budget. 

“The firat point I wish to deal 
with is tho proposal to substi- 
tute a normal form of general 
Income Tax for the taxes now 
levied under the War Revenue 
Ordinance. I am afraid that this 
method of taxation, though al- 
“most universal in Western coun- 
tries, is hardly applicable here, 
and will certainly find ‘little 
public support, especially among 
the Chinese who constitute the 
majority of the ‘taxpayers. The 
reason for this dislike is that it 
would involve’ inquisitorial en- 
quiries into ‘pedple’s: private af-' 
fairs. This, { admit, is not a 
very cogent argument. But a 
much strooger reason - against 
the imposition of this form of 
teastron is that dt is eusy ta 
evade, and would require — tit 
employment of a large staff to 
deal with collection and check- 
ing; and I very much fear that 
the result will be far from justi- 
fying the energy and expendi- 
ture involved. 

ition To Tax 

“I have no hesitation in ex- 
pressing the-firm conviction that 
conditions in the Colony are now

“Turning to the expenditure 
aide of the Budget, 1 wih to 
mako a few remarks in regard 
to the Police Department. Heavy 
ns the approprintion is for mect- 
ing the commitments of this de- 
partment, I think that there are 
few who do not agree with. me 
that more encouragement should 
be given to our Police Force in 
the way of better emoluments 
and rewards for micritortous 
services, if we are to. expect 
them to discharge their duties 
whole-heartedly and effictently 
under prekent abnormal condi- 
tions with crime so rampant. 
Their task is an unenviable one, 
often involving the risk of loss 
of limbs and even life, and the 
salnries they are receiving will 
not compensate them for the 
danger to which they are expos- 
ced in the discharge of thelr 
duties. I therefare advocate a. 
revision of emoluments for the 
Police, commensurate with risks 
they incur, and responsibilities 
they are expected to shoulder; 
and I would also urge that a 
better scale of awards should be 
laid down for injury sustained 
in the performance of duty, a8 
well as for capture of armed 
robkers and other services of 
outstanding merit. Morg liberal 
compensntion should also he 
given to the dependants of those 
who have lost their lives in the 
execution of their duties: After 
all, if the community expset the 
Police to do their job well, they 
eae be prepared to pay them 
well. 


Medical Shortage 

“My next point ig in regard 
to the Medical Department. 
am glad that my Hon. friend, 
Dr. Selwyn-Clarke, is once ‘more 
at its helm, All old timers know 
what Dr. Selwyn-Clarke had 
done for the .Colony, and -particu- 
larly in the dark days for those 
in and out of internment. His 
good work, often done at great 
risk to himself, will always be 
remembered. 

“The Colony is at prescnt suf- 
fering from an acute shortage 
of free medical service and hos- 
pital accommodation, and many 
people are unable to. get the 
treatment or — accommodation 
they need, I refer in particular 
to the poor who have to be. turn- 
ed away daily fram the free out- 
patients department of the Gov- 
uenment hospitals; and I hope 
chat the Hon. Dr. Selwyn Clarke 
will find means of extending 
these free medical services so 
that a larger number of ‘the poor 
people may benefit. It seems ta 
me to be just a case of putting 
more doctors on the job and al- 
locating more medicine for these 
unfortunate people, many of 
whom aye without the means of 
consulting a private physician. 

“In conclusion I should like to 
make one general observation. 

“In making the necessary fin-

I will 
start with the question of pay- 
ment of salaries to officers who 
were interned. The Honourable 
Mr: d’Almada enquired whether 
Government was under ‘any 
legal obligation to make these 
payments and whether the Col- 
ony will be called upon to meet 
them. I do not propose to ex- 
preas any opinion on how far 
the doctrine of frustration ap- 
plies in a case of this kind but 
clearly there is a very strong 
moral obligation. No one would 
seriously suggest that ifioa 
member of the Armed Forces 
is taken prisoner by the enemy 
he should not bo paid, during 
his period of captivity and sure- 
ly the position is the same in 
the case of a civil officer who 
remains at his post and is in- 
terned when the orea is overrun 
by the enemy, Any exponditure 
on salaries during the period 
of internment is naturally .a 
charge against the funds of 
this Government. 

“While I was glad to note 
that the Honourable Dr. 8.N. 
Chau agreed with the justice 
of such payments I was sorry 
to hear that he objected to the 
manner in which the payments 
were made and what he referred 
to as “complete disregard of 
established practice’, I should 
like to assure the Honourable 
Member that there was really 
no disregard of established prac- 
tice. This Honourable Council 
was not reconstituted until May 
of this year, some seven months 
after the persons concerned had 
returned to their homes on 
on their release from intern- 
ment. Most of them had incurred 
expenditure during their period 
of internment for the support 
of their families and quito ob- 
viously a decision in regard to 
their arrears of. salary had to 
be taken soon after their release, 
The Sceretary of State made 
‘this decision not only in respect 
of Hong Kong but in respect 
of all the British territory in 
the Far East which had beon 
overrun by the enemy. I hope 
that I have satisfied. the Hon- 
ourable Member that there was 
no intention to side track the 
legislature, The position merely 
was that there was temporarily 4 
no Legislative Council to con- 
sult and I think I can safely 
say that nothing of this sort: can

The fact that the increase in 
expenditure in comparison with 
1941 amounts to nearly two 
million dollars will, I hope, con- 
vince him that we have not 
been niggardly this 
regard to the amount of money 
which is being provided for this 
important Depurtment. He will 
algo no doubt be interested to 
know that wo have just obtained 
authority from the Secretary of 
State to pay Anglo-Chinese and 
Vernacular teachers in grant- 
aided echuols on the same scale 
as tenchers in similar posts in 
Government schools. Univer- 
sity trained teachers in grant- 
aided schools are already on the 
same scales as teachers with 
similar qualifications in Govern- 
ment schools, ‘ 


Vernacular Classes 


“The Honourable Member also 
referred to the lack of provision 
for primary Vernacular education. 
1 should like to assure him that 
Government fully realise the im- 
portance of this and the .Verna-' 
cular teaching stalf today is con- 
siderably in excess of that em- 
ployed in 1941, In fact there 
are more Vernacular classes in 
the Government schools now than 
there have ever been. Morcover 
among the schemes for which we 
hope to obtain grants under tha 
Colonial Development and Wel- 
fare Act we are including one 
for the establishment of ten Pri- 
mary Vernacular Schools which 
will accommodate 250 pupils 
each, ‘
